Colonel E. Ryan has been laid to rest at Scranton. Through 
he had scarcely reached middle life, he had accomplished more 
than most men hae done at twice his age.

his achievement was for afflicted humanity in foreign lands. His 
fight against typhus in the Balkan States and in the Baltic re­ 
publics was a heroic chapter,'following the dramatic relief of 
American refugees in Mexico.

supportable strain, and his life was taken in Persia by the dread 
malady to which he had given battle with unwavering courage 
in Serbia.
